ANOTHER BARRINGTON BOOK. 


HE method whieh made ‘The 
Exquisite — Pergita,"’ —‘‘ Glorious 
Apollo’ and “ The Divine Lady” so 


success{ul is lied to seven themes in 
Mrs. Berrinien’s latest book, “' The 
Gallants.”’ 

The first. story is the story of Henry 
and Queen Eleanor and the Fair Rosa- 
mond, told as by an eye-witness of that 
historic tragedy, in the person of Dame 
Petronille, woman to the Queen. Per- 
haps, the highly-coloured mediaeval diction 
tends to “tushery,” but the acute human 
interest of the tale is wrought with rare 
skill. The stories that follow run down 
the centuries to the days of George IV., 
and the closing tale is “The Wooing of 
Sir Peter Teazle: Sir Peter and Lady 
Teazle before Sheridan knew them.” Of 
this last, the quoting of the title is 
sufficient to whet any reader's interest. 

‘* Her Majesty’s Godson ” is a tale of 
Elizabeth, and never has Mrs. Barrington 
written a more exquisite piece of comedy 
than her account of the great Qneen 
suffering from the toothache, and con- 
senting to have the offending tooth drawn 
only when the aged Bishop ef London 
offers to have one of his own few remain- 
ing grinders pulled as a demonstration of 
the simplicity of the operation. In ‘* The 
Prince’s Pawns,’ the author addresses 
herself to the problem, “ Did William of 
Orange use the Stuarts to his own ends ?’’ 
—and hefé we have a picture of Macthia- 
vellian politics that is almost horrifying 
im its callousness. ‘‘ The Pious Coquette ”' 
is about Mr. Thrale, and the affairs of 
his¥heart, as described ruthlessly by Mrs. 
Thrale. Lady Nelson’s story is told ‘‘ as 
she might have told it,” and not to the 
enhancement. of Nelson’s glory. 

In '' The Beau and the Lady ” we find 
a vivid picture of George IV. as Prince 
of Wales, and “ the Lady.” of course, is 
Mrs. Fitzherbert. Beau Brummel, how- 
ever, is the central character. The fop is 
snubbed by the Prince, but is ready 
enough of wit to retaliate by loudly ask- 
ing the Prince’s companion, ‘‘ Moira, 
who's your fat friend?” In pursuit of 
the quarrel Beau Brummel brings about 
the exposure that overwhelms Mrs. Fitz- 
herbert in tragedy. It is a long tale, 
powerfully told. One incident is of 
peculiar interest. Sheridan, frantic with 
humiliation, intervenes and takes the 
Beau to task, cnly to find the fop’s 
‘obstinacy too mach for him. The Beau 
cannot be seen talking to a person whose 
coat is ill-tailored !

“Mr. ‘J. D. Beresford is, perhaps, the most 
skilful and sure-handed writer of a certain, 
subjective school of novelists, which was at 
the. t of its popularity just after the 
Great War.

AD James McNeill Whistler re- 

mained contented with his first, or 
even with his second, choice of a pro- 
fession, it is most unlikely that the art of 
étching would hold the high place it holds 
in England to-day. Present-day famous 
artists, reaping their reward while turn- 
ing out their best work, would not wish 
to deny this credit to one on whose head 
has been heaped much savage abuse as 
well as extravagant praise. 

Born in Lowell, Massachusetts, in 
1834. Whistler made his first journey to 
Europe when, as a small boy, he went 
with his family to Russia, where his 
father, an American engineer, was build- 
ing a railway. 
béen accompanied by any of the luxury 
that his fellow-countrymen now demand 
when they cross the ‘‘ Herring Pond.’’ 
It was in the summer of. 1855 that young 
Whistler left his stool in the American 
Survey Office to study art in Paris, at a 
time when etching was receiving the 
enthusiastic attention of a brilliant little 
crowd of artists there. 

To make a selection from the vast 
collection of Whistler’s work for the for- 
mátiom of a volume of twelve examples 
was an extremely difficult undertaking, 
and one which has been carried out ad- 
mirably in the publication which forms 
the 13th volume of ‘‘ Modern Masters of 
Etching.’’ The twelve beautifully printed 
and mounted plates contained in the 
book have been chosen most happily, as 
representative of Whistler’s work. 

The first plate in the volume, “‘ Lime- 
house,” in drawing and composition, one 
of the most beautiful of the Thames 
set, is one of those dockside subjects he so 
dearly loved to sketch. The inclusion of 
“San Giorgio,’’ plate 6, is fortunate, 
giving, as it does, an opportunity of com- 
paring two boat studies of the Thames 
and Venice periods. Of the remaining 
plates six belong to the exquisite Venice 
set over which such war was waged. Mr. 
Malcolm C. Salaman, in his introduction, 
making, as he always does, the best use of 
the space at his disposal, gives a most 
interesting account of the work of 
Whistler. ia.

Loughran, dentist, of 29 Ballsbridge terrace, 
Ballsbridge, Dublin, to recover damages, laid 
at £1,000 for personal injuries alleged to have 
been cosbhined through the negligence of the 
defendants while the plaintifi was using a 
“ charoplane,” one of a number of side- 
shows owned and managed by the defendants, 
at the Rotunda. Gardens, Dublin, on the 
6th of June last, the ‘‘ charoplane ” con- 
sisting of a number of chairs suspended from 
a circular frame, which was caused to re- 
volve, thereby drawing .e chairs in circular 
fashion through mid-air. 

The ‘‘ charoplane,”” it was alleged, was so 
negligently and unskilfully controlled and 
managed by the defendants’ operators and 
servants that the guard chain on the chair 
in which the plaintiff was seated snapped, 
causing the plaintiff to be thrown from a 
great height to the ground, with the result 
that the plaintiff sustained severe personal 
injuries, 

he plaintiff, it was stated, had been under 
treatment for three days in Jervis street Hos- 
pital, and for six weeks afterwards he was 
confined to his house, attended by a doctor. 

The defence was mainly a denial of the 
statements of the plaintiff, and an allegation 
é6f contributory negligence on the part of the 
plaintiff. It was also pleaded ; 
that the plaintiff knew and appreciated and 
voluntarily accepted and undertook the risk 
of using the ‘‘ charoplane.”’ 

Mr. Ar. Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Sherry 
(instructed by Messrs. Reddin and Reddin) 
appeared for the plaintiff and appellant; and 
Mr. Lupton, K.C., Mr. Dockrell, K.C., and 
Mr. R. McLoughlin (instructed by Messrs. 
J. H. McLoughlin and Son) for the defen- 
dants and respondents. ; | 

In support of the appeal it was submitted 
that, having regard to the findings of the 
jury and the evidence before the Court, the 
plaintiff was entitled to judgment for £250, 
as found by the jury, or that a new trial 
should be ordered. It was also urged that 
in the case of a machine like the “ Charo- 
plane ” the duty cast upon the proprietor to 
secure proper protection for users was much 
higher than W would be in the case of an 
ordinary machine. 

For the respondent it was contended that 
the duty of the proprietor of such a machine 
for public use as amusement was to use 
reasonable care to see that the person en- 
joying the amusement was not exposed to 
unusual danger—meaning unexpected danger. 
It was pointed out that, according to the 
evidence, the chain had been properly fastened 
before the machine was used, and that there 
was no evidence at all to show how it had 
become unfastened ; and it was stated that the 
duty of the defendants in such a case was to 
exercise reasonable care in providing a suit- 
able apparatus for the business which they 
carried on, and for use in an ordinary and 
customary manner, which had been done iv 
this case, the evidence showing that the de- 
fendants had exercised reasonable care. 

The arguments had not concluded when the 
Court rose, and the further hearing was ad- 
journed till Monday next.

Mrs. Carpenter, in reply to further ques- 
tions, stated that in 1926 her husband was in 
a nursing house. She saw his bank pass- 
book. Until then she had no idea that he 
was so deéply indebted.

ACCOUNTANTS. 


SCOPE OF THE NEW BILL. 


Mr. Douglas moved the second reading: of 
the Registered Accountants Bill.. He ex- 
plained that its object was io organise. the 
profession of accountants*in. the -Freé ‘State 
on very .much the same lines as solicitors, 
dentists, and veterinary surgeons were or- 


at setting up a standard of competency, 
integrity, and etiquette which would be a 
safeguard to the public and the State. 

dt was no exaggeration to say that to a 
very great extent the business credit of the 
community depended upon the integrity of its 
accountants. Shareholders, particularly in 
large companies, were depends 
tirely upon accountants as their safe 
the accuracy of accounts presented 
agers or directors. 
that it was essential to have a large number 
of competent and, above all, straightforward 
accountants to certify the various accounts 
on which the. banks gave Joans of accomimoda- 
tion. The importance of accountancy, he said, 
would not be disputed. 

Having outlined the history of accountancy, 
Mr. Douglas said that in Ireland the principal] 
bodies were the Institute of Chartered Ac- 
countants and the Association of Incorporated 
Accountants and Auditors. In addition, there 
were in Ireland four other bodies—viz., the 
London Association of Accountants, the Cen- 
tral Association of Accountants, the Corpora- 
tion of Accountants, and,the Irish Association 
of Accountants. The latest figures available 
showed that of the accountants practising in 
the Free State, 48 were members of the In- 
stitute of Chartered Accountants, 30 of the 
Society of Incorporated Accountants and 
Auditors, and of the remainder 16 were Cot- 
poration Accountants, 9 members of the Lon- 
don Association ofAccountahts, and 4 members 
of the Central Association of Accountants. He 
did not know the exact membership of the 
Irish Association, but he gathered that it had 
taken members from some of the other bodies. 
There .were, he believéd some twenty ac- 
countants who were not attached to any body. 


A GENERAL COUNCIL. 

The principal provisions of the bill dealt 
with the setting up of a General Council 
which was to commence operations in Janu- 
ary, 1928, and with the formation of a 
Register of Qualified Accountants. It was in- 
tended that the Council should set up a stand- 
ard of etiquette and efficiency. The bill 
proposed that the Council should consist of 
twelve members, five representing the Insti- 
tute of Chartered Accountants, four from the 
Society of Incorporated Accountants .and 
Auditors, and three to be chosen from the 
other bodies. In the first instance the appoint- 
ment would be by the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce and afterwards, by the account- 
ants themselves, and the Minhster would have 
power at any time to alter the number of 
the Council by his order laid on the table 
of both Houses. 

The two underlying principles of the bill 
were that al] persons practising’ accountancy 
in the Free State. would be subject to the 


ard for 
y man- 


no person should be allowed to practise as an 
‘accountant. in the Free State who had not 
had practical experience and had not served 
with a registered accountant, . 

In introducing the bill he. wished to make 
it clear that he did not stand over any single 
detail except that there should be registration 
first, to provide for a standard of ‘efficiency, 
and, secondly, that in the future there should 
be actual experience of accountancy’ as well 
as the passing of examinations.. Under the 
bill all persons who were beachising as 
accountants on Slst December last year, or 
had commenced their ‘training as “such; must 
be placed on the register.

However, at that stage all 
they were asked to decide was whether the 
prevention of accountancy should be regu- 
ated. About that there could be little 
doubt, -but the manner of regulation was 
quite a different question.

‘Developments in China. 


Hitherto most of the reports from China 
have assumed the early capture of 
Shanghai by the Cantonese armies; which, 
a few days ago, occupied Hangchow and 
were confronted only by the dwindling and 
disorganised forces of Sun Chuan-fang. 
To-day the situation has taken a dramatic 
change. A new. defender of Shanghai has 
entered the field in the person of Chang 
Tsung-chang, the war lord of Shantung, 
who until last week had allowed himself to 
be denounced as a fainéant. It seems now 
that he was waiting for Sun Chuan-fang’s 
defeat as the basis of his own opportunity. 
No sooner had the Marshal abdicated and 
retreated northward than Chang Tsung- 
chang flung his armies into the fray; and 
at this moment they are engaged in an 
exciting race for Shanghai. The Cantonese 
are advancing from Hangchow, one 
hundred miles south-west of Shanghai; . 
and Chang Tsung-chang is hurrying 
towards the city from Nanking, on the 
Yangtse, a distance of one hundred and. 
fifty miles. His forces number some | 
65,000 of the best-trained fighting material 
in China, and their advance guard of 
30,000 men includes 4,000 Russian’ 
‘“ Whites,” with artillery and six 
armoured trains. Since Chang Tsung- 
chang is in definite alliance with the 
Northern leader, Chang Tso-lin, important 
developments may result from their co- 
operation in the near future. Chang Tso- 
lin has an army of 200,000 men,.and it is 
reported that three-fourths of these are 
moving South. If the two generals join 
their forces inva real attempt to defend 
Shanghai, Canton’s armies may be on the 
eve of their Waterloo, and the prospects 
and prestige of the Cantonese cause may 
receive a staggering blow.

As Mr, Baldwin said yesterday at Bir- 
mingham, they are beginning to depart 
from the old English habit of secrecy and 
reserve, and to realise the great value of 
co-operation in industry. The old-fashioned 
methods of the Victorian era no longer 
pay. Industry nowadays is a highly 
scientific affair, and only those who are 
prepared to adopt modern methods are 
likely to survive the acute competition of 
our~fime The British Industries Fair 
indicates \that manufacturers 
have decidéd to fight their competitors 
with their own weapons. By means of 
organisation and the pooling of resources 
they are placing British industry on a 
totally new basis. 

The Free State and Northern Ire- 
land have exhibits in London, of 
which favourable notice has been 
taken by foreign purchasers. Irish 
dairy produce is being brought before the 
eyes of the world, and both States ought 
to benefit substantially as a result of their 
enterprise. In Ireland, as well as in Eng- 
land, new methods are being adopted. The 
old, haphazard ways are being abandoned, 
and the co-operative idea is. gaining 
ground very rapidly. At a conference in 
Plunket House, Dublin, yesterday a body 
of representatives of the dairying trade 
adopted.the outlines of a scheme for the 
central ‘marketing of butter in the Free 
State. In Northern Ireland similar plans 
are under consideration, and the principle 
of grading in all forms of dairy produce 
is becoming firmly established throughout 
the country. Britain, undoubtedly, is on 
the eve of an industria] revival, and 
her prosperity will be Ireland’s oppor- 
tunity. . As purchasing power increases 
across the Channel, there will be a corre- 
sponding rise in the sale of Irish goods. 
The workers will went to buy more butter, 
more eggs and mare bacon; and, if the 
equate to the enhanced 
demand, our“exporters, North and South, 
will reap a rich harvest. It is essential, 
however, that a high standard shall be 
maintained. Each State at present has 
own grading system; but they 
ought to unite in the establish- 
ment of an identical standard on 
both sides of the border, After all, there 
is no fundamental difference between a cow 
in Cavan and a cow in Tyrone, and an egg 
laid in Enniskillen is no better or worse 
than that which sees the light in Manor- 
hamilton. The adoption of common 
standards by the two Governments would 
be welcomed in Britain, and would create 
a breach, however slight, in the barrier

cessions at Shanghai the news of Chang 
Tsung-chang’s advance has brought much 
relief; for his army’s discipline ought to 
be a guarantee of their safety from the 
violence of the mob.

They mean that the 
North has been aroused by the imminent 
menace to Shanghai; and the crossing of 
the Yangtse for the first time by a 
northern army may prove tó be 
a turning-point in Chinese affairs. 
Nobody can predict the events of the next 
few weeks. Chinese warfare is conducted 
in a casual way which to the Western 
mind ‘suggests military incompetence, 
though it may be really the logical 
outcome of a philosophic recognition -of 
the triviality and futility of all human 
actions. It is improbable that the 
Cantonese will be able to. defeat. the 
united forces of Chang Tsung-chang and 
Chang Tso-lin. They may be beaten in 
the field or they may avoid the issue by 
retreat; and in either ‘event the whole 
of Central China might be torn from 
their grasp. When we recall, however, 
the recent combinations and permutations 
of Chinese politics we cannot dismiss the 
possibility that, after a certain’ amount of 
fighting, or without any fighting at all, 
the rival ‘eaders. may come to terms. 
Indeed, the Nationalists at Shanghai are 
suggesting—and the wish may be father

This view finds some 
support in the fact that Japan, the con- 
sistent patron of Chang Tso-lin, has 
received an envoy from Canton who is

Cottage Crafts, 


Yesterday, at a meeting in. Dublin of 
the Statistical and Social Inquiry Society 
‘of Ireland, the problem of cottage in- 
dustries was discussed. The Reverend 
T. A. Finlay observed justly that the 
maintenance of the country’s prime 
industry, agriculture, at a high point of 
efficiency was vital he welfare of the 
State. If ever there was to be an expan- 
sion of industry, rural ór urban, it must 
come from 'the country’s efforts; and 
its old handicrafts ought to be the basis 
of development. The Free State Minister 
for Fisheries, Mr. Fionán Lynch, preached 
the same sound doctrine. He said that 
the close proximity of the Saorstát to 
her highly industrialised neighbour 
created a difficulty in the building of 
large-scale manufactures. It was the 
cottage industries, depending upon the 
skill and taste of the craftsman, that 
offered scope for an industrial output 
sure of a market. Down to 1920 no fewer 
than two thousand families in South 
Donegal alone won a frugal prosperity 
from the homespun industry. The falling 
“off in late years of the demand for Irish 
+homespun may be explained in. many 
ways. . Producers ‘have been careless of 
the market’s needs. They have striven 
against one another instead of working 
together. . Improvements in methods and 
in styles have been neglected. Mr. Lynch, 
‘however, pointed to that fundamental 
fault, to which repeatedly we have drawn 
vattention—the neglect, by the producers, 
of their own product, “The peasants 
themselves,” he said, “prefer Yorkshire 
‘shoddy to the homespun article.” Under 
the stress of our windy and watery 
climate, and wiffi materials derived from 
our own the old homespun cloth 
was evolved, and never was a more fitting 
garb seen’ apon our moors. Yet men

To-day is published yet another revision 
of Dr. W. B. Yeats’s early poems. Our re- 
viewer complains that all the poet's 
changes in the verses of his youth are 
towards bitterness, as though he would 
cut from his heart the memory of a magi- 
cal land that once moved him to song. 
Critics in. future times will: find 
significance in all this re-shaping of the 
poetic image of Ireland; but who, to-day, 
will be grateful for the new versions? Can 
age ever justify its revision of the works 
of youth? The sober temper dislikes the 
ungoverned sentiment, the unskilled 
phrase, the inexperienced enthusiasm of 
thirty years ago ; yet, if the cold judgment 
sets about to alter what was shaped in 
creative fire, the portrait of the artist as a 
young man vanishes, and an effigy untrue 
to past or present appears. The new work 
bears the mark of two hands. Its unity is 
gone. The reviser himself comes to dis- 
like it. Revision follows on revision, and, 
since men always return to their first loves 
before they die, the unsophisticated work 
of youth prevails in the end. Horace 
counselled the repeated polishing of poetry 
for nine long years; but once his 
Venus regina Cnidi Paphique was given 
to the world, what chisel could pare one 
syllable from its marmoreal perfection to 
advantace?

ROME, Thursday. 

Signor Balbo, the Under-Secretary 
of State for Aeronautics, in the 
Chamber of Deputies to-day, read the 
Marquis de  Pinedo’s telegraphic 
report of his flight to South America. 
The Marquis states :— 

“The crossing of the Atlantic to 
Fernando Noronha, a distance of 1,150 
miles, took fourteen hours, in addition to 
two hours being wasted in trying to reach 
Port Natal. 

“ Everything worked perfectly. The 
taking off at Porto Praia was carried out 
with low visibility. The water in the 
radiator began to boil, and this defect was 
remedied only after the reserve supplies 
of water had been poured into the 
radiator. : 

“The sky was almoss always overcast, 
and it was only with the greatest difficulty 
that astronomical bearings could be taken. 

“On the Equator, a prolonged rain 
storm forced us to fly for some time on

in the radiator again to rise to an alarm- 
ing degree, and compelling us to pump 
into it all our mineral water for drinking 
purposes, in addition to four litres of rain 
water, which entered the pilot's seat. This 
water was g:thered up by sponges.”’

THIEF-PROOF BOXES.

IRISHMEN AND THEIR PATENT. 

The patents of Mr. Alexander Cole «nd Mr. 
John Smalldridge, the latter living at Long- 
ford terrace, Monkstown, Co. Dublin, for 
thief-proof cardboard boxes were further in- 
vestigated in the Chancery Division, London, 
yesterday in an action by the two plaintiffs 
ciaiming an injunction restraining the Alliance 
Box Co., Ltd., of Orford lane, Warrington, 
Lancashire, from infringing the patents. The 
company denied infringement, and contended 
that the patents were invalid because of prior 
common knowledge and prior use. 

Mr. Cole, giving evidence on the thief-proof 
character of the boxes made under the plain- 
tiffs’ patents, produced quantities of sausages 
to show how they were packed up in the 
boxes so that they could not be pilfered. He 
said that he had made 120,000 boxes under 
his own patent. At the time he applied for 
it—at the beginning of 1922—he was in the 
defendant company’s service, and when he 
told them of his application he was told that 
he had no right to do so without allowing 
the company to join in as co-patentee. The 
result was that he left the company’s em- 
ployment, and he ended their licence to manu- 
facture under his patent. 

Cross-examined by Mr. R. Moritz, K.C., for 
the defendant company, he said that he did 
not know that they had made _ thief-proof 
boxes in which shamrock was sent to the 
Irish troops ever since the South African war. 

A small green box, which, said counsel, 
was a sample of the box made by the de- 
fendant company, was handed to the witness, 
and he was if it was thief-proof. 

Mr. Cole—No, and besides nobody would 
want to steal shamrock. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Smalldridge, for the firm of Cherry and 
Smalldridge,. box manufacturers, of Dublin, 
also gave evidence. He said that until he 
and Mr. Cole produced the box which was the 
subject of their joint patent he had never 
seen a thief-proof box. 

Aiter other evidence, the case for the plain- 
tiffs was closed, and the hearing was ad- 
journed until his lordship returned from 
sitting as a temporary judge in the Court of 
Appeal.

NURSE KILLED AND SEVEN 


BURNED. 


GIESSEN (NASSAU), Thursday. 
In an Evangelistic Home and Training 
School for Nurses a. terrible accident 
caused the death of one of the Sisters, and 
frightful burns to seven others.

Meanwhile the screams of the women 
had attracted the attention of other 
workers at the institution, who put out 
the flaming clothing by wrapping the 
nurses in blankets and rugs. Five of the 
Sisters are seriously burnt on the hands 
and face, and will be disfigured for life. 

The cause of the explosion is not de- 
finitely established. There was no fire in 
the room, but some ironing was in pro- 
gress, and the only attributable cause is 
that a spark from the electric iron caused 
the ether vapour to explode. 


THREE NIGHTS WITHOUT 
SLEEP. 


STORM-TOSSED SAILORS 
RESCUED 


Three seamen, forming the crew of the 70- 
ton barge Cambria, were landed at Folke- 
stone Harbour yesterday. The barge was 
proceeding from Gillingham to Shoreham 
with a cargo of cement, when it ran into a 
stiff gale, with high seas. The craft sought 
shelter at Dungeness Point. The gale 
increased during the night, and the seas 
washed the decks of the barge from end to 
end. The Cambria had two anchors down, 
with 60 fathoms of chain attached. One of 
these snapped, and thus all night the tiny 
vessel was in great peril. 

The crew sent up distress signals and six 
rockets. In answer to these the Dungeness 
Lifeboat, the David Barclay, of Tottenham, 
came out from the shore about a mile and a 
half distant, and, after two attempts, took off 
the crew,

NO QUESTION OF MONROE 
DOCTRINE RAISED.

THE MUNROE DOCTRINE. 
, . While this move on the part of Great 
Britain has naturally caused a certain 
ampunt of comment and discussion in 
Congressional circles, officials at the State 
Department did not betray any particular 
congern or excitement. 

The State Department said that the 
British explanation appeared ‘“‘ satis- 
factory,” and reference was made to the 
fact that British and other foreign war 
vestals were sent to Vera Cruz in 1914 at 
the time of the American naval occupation 
of that city.

INNER HISTORY OF 
THE SHELLING. 


From “ Tue Times’? ConRRESPONDENT, 
SHANGHAI, Thursday. 

There is evidence to show that the 
Chinese naval bombardment of the French 
Concession last Tuesday was much more 
serious than was at first supposed. So 
far from being a case of bad shocting in 
the encounter between the rebel gunboat 
and the arsenal, it was a deliberate act 
of provocation by the captains of two 
Chinese gunboats in the pay of the “ Red ”’ 
(Southern) Army, with the intention of 
inducing the foreign defence force to 
reply. 

- A clumsy attempt was made to provide 
the excuse beforehand for this murderous 
attack on Chinese and foreign civilians. 
A junk was towed down-stream between 
the gunboats and the Shanghai bank of 
the river, and, when in a line with the 
settlements, rifle fire was opened upon 
the gunboats from the junk. The ensuing 
bombardment by the gunboats was to have 
been excused a: a piece of bad shooting 
in reply to this assault. 

Sinee the shelling of the French Conces- 
sion did not have the desired effect of 
provoking a counter-bombardment, which 
would have been used for propaganda 
purposes, the two captains bolted, and up 
to the present have not been found. 

The Chinese naval authorities, who 
immediately investigated the affair, have 
conclusive evidence that the two culprits 
were in the pay of the Cantonese, who 
are anxious to force any, or all, the 
Powers into drastic action, which could 
be advertised as imperialistic aggression.

The Shantung troops, under the com- 
mand cf the Fengtien General, Chang 
Tsung Chang, have won the race to 
Shanghai, 2,000 arriving to-night by rail 
from Nanking. 

The troops were immediately rushed to 
Sungkiang, in order to reinforce Marshal 
Sun Chuan Fang’s armies, which are now 
retreating before the Cantonese armies. 

According to reports from Nanking, 
General Chang Tsung Changhas definitely 
assumed command of the Northern allied 
forces, and will mass more than 30,000

ments, it is reported that Marshal Chang

PROPOSED LOANS FUND. 


At the meeting of the Cork County Council 
yesterday the Secretary submitted the esti- 
mate, showing the revenue and expenditure 
of the Coupe for the ensuing financial year, 
from April 1st, 1927, to March 3lst, 1928. 

Receipts, outside the Council’s revenue 
from rates, amounted to £175,512. The total 
estimated expenditure was £648,720, which, 
after deducting grants and other receipts, left 
a net total of £473,208 

The principal increases in the estimate as 
compared with last year were :—Maintenance 
of roads, £46,680; Board’s public assistance, 
£16,346; Union and Rural District Council 
liabilities and superannuation, £21,170. -Total, 

It was decided to make a grant of £500 
towards tourist development. 

The Council by a majority vote decided to 
apply the grant of £20,000 from the Road 
Fund to the relief of rates. 

A resolution, proposed by Mr. 8. Buckley 
and seconded by Mr. M. Murphy, was agreed 
to suggesting “that the Committee take 
steps to éstablish a County Fund by issuing 
bonds, such fund to be used for granting 
loans to private persons, or groups of per- 
sons, who would undertake to provide em- 
ployment or works of a reproductive charac- 
ter, such loans not to exceed the cost of 
labour on such works.”

THE HOUSE OF LORDS’ 
~ DEBATE.

The Times observes in a leading article : — 
A matter of more far-reaching importance 
than the immediate subject of debate was 
raised in the House of Lords on Wednes- 
day afternoon, when Lord Arnold argued 
with a certain exaggerated force the degree 
of obligation resting upon this country to 
adopt the Draft White. Lead Convention 
of the International Labour Conference. 
In the course of the argument great stress 
was laid on the fact- that Sir Thomas 
Legge had resigned in this connection the 
position of Senior Medical Inspector of 
Factories. The reason for his resignation, 
as he himself stated in a letter to The 
Times last November, was that he could 
not now recede from the position he took 
up at Geneva in 1921 when, as represent- 
ing one of the delegates of the British 
Government he voted for the Draft Con- 
vention. But it is surely a new and 
unfortunate development of our system of 
administration that a civil servant, how- 
ever eminent, should regard himself as 
personally inyolved in decisions that are 
not his, but those of a Government. 

No doubt, there has been a certain 
weakening of the system in recent years, 
some of it due to the action of individual 
Ministers, and some of it to the upheaval 
and enlargement of the Civil Service 
during the war. The sound old tradition, 
however, of the public service of this 
country is that the responsibility alike for 
directing policy and for seeing that it is 
carried out rests with the Minister in 
charge of the particular Department con- 
cerned, or with Ministers collectively, and 
that the functions of a civil servant stop 
short of assuming obligations which belong 
rightly and wholly to members of the 
Government. The Civil Service is 
responsible to the Government oí 
the day, whatever the politica] complexion 
of that Government may be. The Govern- 
ment, and the Government alone, is 
answerable to the country through Par- 
liament. 

It is not the practice of Ministers to 
shelter themselves from criticism behind 
the Civil Service, and nothing is more 
rightly reprobated than any attempt to do 
so. That being so, the civil servant indi- 
vidually should not regard himself, and 
should have no reason to regard himself; as 
accountable to the public for the policies 
and the acts of Governments.

ATTRACTIVE EXHIBITION. 


i. The exhibition of paintings which Mr, Jack 
B.\| Yeats opened: at, the Engineers’ Hall, 
Dublin; - yesterday, ought to attract 
mapy visitors. The thirty-two works in the 
collection are striking samplés of the strong 
individuality that Mr. Yeats has always 
shown, and the more recent work may fairly 
be taken as representing the attainment of 
ideal towards which he has striven 
gh past years. i 

Many possibly may express disappointment 
at the unconventional touch, the absence of 
line, and of intimate detail; but Mr. Yeats, 
in hjs bold, vigorous brush, has sought to 
convey not paintings with a photographic 
faithfulness of detail, but rather impressions 
of s¢tenes and incidents—fugitive as the 
hurried glance over one’s shoulder, The re- 
sult has been to convey a distinctive atmos- 
phere, full of life and movement. Something 
of this can be caught, for instance, in 
a. ST Horses’ (No. 5), in which one 
sees .4 group of figures whirled round on 
Hobbyhorses. Just as in life, one catches the 
fleeting faces and . realises the enjoyment of 
the odeasion in the care-free poise of the 
figures. 

Scenes of everyday occurrence in the life of 
the city supply inspiration for striking paint- 
ings li “The Handcuff Queen’’ (No. 6), and 
“ Number One Ferry—Dinner Hour ”’ (No. 12) 
—the former depicting a scene familiar at a 
spot on the quays, where passers-by halt to 
watch the performances of a lady with hand- 
cuffs. The “Number One Ferry ” is also 
a familiar place along the river, and the work- 
girls, with their cans, have caught the 
observant eye of the artist. ‘‘ Lingering Sun ' 
(No. 4) is notable for the wonderful painting 
of the sky. Here is a mysterious atmosphere. 
Something of the same spirit also permeates 
the picture of “ Darrynane’’ (No. 26). 

There is an extraordinarily fine treatment

SETTLEMENT. 


NO SHIRKING OF 
OBLIGATIONS, 


SOCIALIST ATTACK 
FAILS.

PARIS, Thursday. 

In the Chamber to-day the ex-Chairman 
of the Reparations Commission, M. Louis 
Dubois, as previously announced, asked the 
Premier to justify the Government’s action 
in agreeing to pay Great Britain six 
million pounds for 1926-1927 on account 
of war debts, and making a corresponding 
offer to America. The question, said M. 
Dubois, was whether the Government con- 
sidered that the agreement between M. 
Caillaux was binding for the future, 
whereas there was; no majority in the 
French Parliament to ratify it. M. 
Dubois added that the same applied to 
America, with the difference that Great 
Britain needed the money and America 
did not. 

M. Poincaré replied that the question 
before the House was simply a provisional 
agreement. Parliament remained free to 
examine the debt agreements and pro- 
nounce thereon. The Government had 
declared that France did not mean to 
repudiate her debts, which she would pay 
as far as she could. The Government did 
not consider that the reform of French 
finances must be preceded by the debt 
settlement owing to the need of. foreign 
credits. France was vigorous enough to 
recover unaided, 

M. Poincaré went on to say that he 
desired to proclaim that “ no difficulty has 
been created during the accomplishment of 
our task, either by London or Washington, 
On the contrary, our work has been 
followed with sympathy. Nothing, he 
added, had happened to suggest a change 
of attitude in either country. 

IMPROVED POSITION, 

It was easier for the present Government 
to pay to Great Britain six million pounds 
than for M. Peret to pay four million pounds, 
owing to the greater ease of the Treasury. 
‘It was thus to our interest to show our 
good-will,’” M. Poincaré said, but he added 
that he had specifically made a reservation 
in his letter to Mr. Churchill, that he was 
not prejudicing the vote of the French Parhia- 
ment on the ratification of the Caillaux- 
Churchill agreement, and Mr. Churchill had 
made a statement to that effect in the House 
of Commons. Consequently no doubt was 
left that the freedom of Parliament remained 
intact. 7 

But though this year France was able to 
pay out of the Dawes annuity, nobody knew 
what transfer she could make next year, and 
a fortiori, in sixty years. The Agent-General 
for Reparation Payments, when asked what 
Germany could transfer in 1929, had replied, 
‘‘T cannot tell; nobody can tell.” The same 
undoubtedly applied to France. 

DUTY TO AMERICA. 

It was France’s. duty to act towards 
America as towards Great Britain, for which 
reason a corresponding proposal had been 
made to the former, and M. Poincaré hoped 
that it would be accepted. For the moment, 
whatever demonstrations of sympathy were 
made in America, the American authorities 
looked exclusively to ratification, and, added 
M. Poincaré, ‘‘ we must not give the impres- 
sion that, owing to opposition to the Wash- 
ington agreement, France could think of 
Há ns her debts.” á 

M. wubois announced that the Premier’s 
statement had satisfied him in part. 

The incident, however, was not quite 
closed with the Premier’s. speech. The 
Socialist, M. Vincent Auriol, whose letter to 
the Chairman of the Finance Committee 
started the hare leading to the present. de- 
bate,- rose to interpellate the Government on 
what he called its policy of putting off the 
ratification of the debt agreements. In the 
next breath, M. Auriol announced that he 
withdrew the demand to make an interpella- 
tion, and he moved that the Government 
should, as soon as possible, lay the agreements 
reached and the conversations opened befvre 
Parliament. 

M. Poincaré replied that he objected to 
this oblique manner of tackling the delts 
question, and said that he would raise the 
question of confidence against the discuss«n 
of M. Auriol’s motion. Thus the debate 
ended, and the House adjourned.—(Reuter.)

- IN DONEGAL. 


REMARKABLE FIGURES 
BY MINISTER, 


-_. 


The. Minister for Fisheries in the Irish 
Free-State, who spoke at a meeting of the 
Statistical and Social Inquiry Society of 
Treland in the Royal Irish Academy, 
Dublin, last night, at which Mr. Justice 
Meredith presided, deplored the decline 
of the homespun industry among the 
cottagers of Donegal. Thé Donegal 
peasant nowadays, he said, prefers York- 
shire ‘shoddy to the homespun article, 
although up to the year 1920 about. two 
thousand families in South Donegal were 
able to live in considerable comfort as a 
result of this industry. 


ON THE LAND. 
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VALUE OF SMALL INDUSTRIES. 
Mr. G. 7A. Duncan, M.A., LL.B., read a 
paper on ‘Rural Industries,”” with special 
reference to North Carolina. By rural in- 
dustries was meant, he said, either college or 
.village ~industries. The former were a sub- 
sidiary adjunct to farming, designed to supply 
ready cash to purchase goods not procurable 
from the land, to help to tide over bad 
times, or to supplement the subsistence 
derived from permanently, uneconomic hold- 
ings. Of this type were the lace and toy 
manufacturers, formerly promoted by the 
Congested Districts Board in Ireland. and the 
rug and basket manufacture of the Carolina 
Highlands. 

The Rev. T. A. Finlay, §.J., said that 
the Free State should aim at being 
self-supporting, and if ever there was to 
development of industry, rural or urban, it 
must come from their own efforts. He did, 
not think that thev should go to such a 
country as North Carolina as their model. 
They had cottage industries in Ireland, and 
they were possible of improvement. The 
industry of Ireland was agriculture; and the 
development of agriculture and. the mainten- 
ance of it at a high point of efficiency was 
vital to the life of the country. It was of 
the utmost importance that the people should 
be kere on the land, and that life on the 
land should be made so agreeable and profit- 
able that they would grow attached to the 
land. That could not be done in Ireland, 
where holaings were small, unless they pro- 
vided some addition to the actual income 

h the small-holder could draw from the 
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ROOM FOR IMPROVEMENT. 

Mr. F. Lynch. Minister of Fisheries. said 
that the establishment of village industries, 
as outlined by Mr. Duncan, was not very 
practicable an Treland, and he did not think 
that they had the raw material at hand 
necessary for that industrial production; and 
he also felt that their close proximity to 
Great Britain, which was highly industralised. 
vonld make it difficult to compete with Great 
Britain in the world’s markete. On the other 
hand, there was great room for improvement 
and development of cottage. industries, 
especially in the poorer districts of the 
Western and North-Western seaboard. These 
industries consisted chiefly in handwork. and 
for. success in handwork the first essential 
was skill in craftsmanship. If they had that 
they had the certainty of a market though 
limited, . : : 

As to the echools in the Saorstat in which 
eottage industries are promoted, Mr. Lynch 
said that he hoped to have a central depart- 
ment, or clearing house. in Dublin, which 
would market the produce of the schools 
generally. While the homespun industry was 
still carried on in Connemara and in parts of 
South Mayo, its decline in Donegal was to 
be deplored. It was the opinion of many 
persons with whom he had discussed the 
subject that the industry could be revived. 
because the weaving skill was still there, and 
what was needed was expert guidance to 
bring the product up to modern requirements 
and to enable it to compete in the market 
with the foreign product. 

STATE HELP. 

The State could interyene in giving expert 
guidance in the way of dyes and fashions, 
and so on. That was a matter which for 
some time past had been occupying the very 
serious consideration of his Department. He 
thought that it was a matter that would 
settle itself in the near future. If they got 
a suitable person as industrial inspector. with 
the qualifications specified, they. would be in 
a position to tackle the Donegal homespun 
industry again with a view to its revival, As 
a general proposition he thought that the 
fostering of rural industries, especially in the 
Gaeltacht, was a matter of very considerable 
importance to the State. 

Judge O’Brien expressed the hope that the 
homespun industry would revive again in 
Donegal and that its product would form a 
large portion of the wearing material of 
Irish men and women.

He gave some 
rather disturbing details of the ravages of 
foot-and-mouth disease, the cure for which, 
he had to confess, was still awaiting dis- 
covery. hough in recent years the num- 
ber of outbreaks had shrunken considerably, 
it was, he said, not deemed wise to lift the 
embargo - fey the importation of fresh meat 
from the,Continent. They were actively con- 
tinuing their researches into the cause of the 
disease, and an important report on the sub- 
ject, by a committee which has been con- 
sidering the matter, was about to be issued. 

The claims of two German experts, that 
they had discovered the micro-organism re- 
sponsible for the disease, did not appear to 
be well founded, and the Research Com- 
mittee had regretfully to come to the con- 
clusion that science, so far, has not enabled 
them to cultivate an immunising § serum. 
Although in animal flesh the virus remains 
active for only 24 hours after death, it has 
been demonstrated that it.can exist for from 
60 to 40 days in blood, and for a period of 
76 days after slaughter in bone marrow. 

Some of the more recent outbreaks had 
been traced to the consumption, by pigs, of 
slaughter-house offal, and it was, therefore, 
proposed almost immediately to issue an 
Order compelling those who used such offal 
as food for pigs to boil it before consump- 
tion.

It was not a very high idéa to think that 
if people were so incompetent as to produce 
ob a poor article they must keep other 
people out so as to succeed in their own 
comitry. 

His experience was that the public would 
always buy a good article. If they made a 
thing well, although it might be a_littie 
dearer, that article wouid succeed. If they 
tried to work hard and work well they 
would, in the end, become dumpers instead 
of dumpees; but, if they aspired to such a 
position, it could only be done by apres 
science and research, and, above all, by 
education, especially technical education. 

The architects, supposed, were one of 
the few bodies that had not applied for pro- 
tection, but there was one kind of protection 
that they might ask for, and that was pro- 
tection from. the incompetent man, so that 
skilled architects should not be stultified in 
the eyes of the public by the practice of men 
who were unable to carry out their profes- 
sion properly. 

He saw that the accountants were putting 
forward a new bill for registration,. and it 
was quite possible that, in conjunction with 
their good friends, the engineers, something 
in the way of registration of the Institute 
of. Architects might be put before the Par- 
liament of the country at some future time. 
NATIONAL STYLE OF ARCHITECTURE. 

On the subject of architecture, he said 
that they often heard of a national style of 
architecture, but they did not know what a 
national style of architecture was. What 
they should try, to do was to evolve a real 
style of architecture that would be suitable 
to the soil and to the country. 

Architects were often accused of not using 
Trish materials, but he thought that a goo 
deal lay at the root of the manner in which 
things were presented to them. He thought 
they were lax in this country, that they did 
not present articles properly, and did not 
keep the shops in the proper style. 

He also believed that one got better 
attendance in a London than in a Grafton 
street shop. (Cries of ‘‘ No, no.’’) 

Mr. J. C. M. Eason, President, Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, said that, as regards 
all industries, including agriculture, we were 
in a much better position than at any time 
during recent vears, and on a sounder’ and 
firmer basis. They were addressing them- 
selves much more thoroughly to business 
problems than they had been able to do for 
many years past. 

Mr. Eason stated that the country is now 
in a sort of convalescent condition. His 
advice was that of a German prefessor when 
his country was in the throes of industrial 
trouble; ‘‘Let every man sweep his own 
door.” "Those who had work, they recom- 
mended to do to the best of their ability— 
- throw their heart into it—in all ranks of 
ife. 

Responding to the toast of “ The Learned 
Professions.”’ proposed by Mr, R. C, Orpen, 
Mr, W. . Sheridan, Incorporated Law 
Society, sta that it behoved the governing 
bodies of the learned professions to see that 
the standard of education—not. merely the 
proféssional course, but literary and general 
education—should not only be kept up, but; 
if possible. raised. In these days of progress 
greater eoffidency. and skill were expected 
from the professions, as well as in the trades 
and manufacturing departments. 

Mr, A. Hassatd, President of the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers, replying to the toast 
of “Our Guests,’’. proposed by. Mr, 
Sheridan, stated that his organisation was 
drafting a istration bill to protect the 
profession. When a man called himself an 
‘* Architect, and C.B.”’ it was quite probable 
he was not qualified as either. They would 
have to get the use of these towns restricted 
to properly qualified men. He thought they 
had a serious complaint against the legal 
profession because it accepted evidence from 
unqualified men.

The .place was raided, the mansion house de- 
stroyed, and a beautiful feature of the district 
blotted out. Lady Wallscourt was a lady of 
resolute character, and she endeavoured to 
assert her rights unsuccessfully. The prisoner 
established himself in the steward’s house, 
and was three times evicted by course: of 
law. But the climax came when she estab- 
lished a family named Stephens in the house, 
and she came to live there herself on the 
26th of August. A raid took place, Stephens 
was seized, dragged into the yard, and all 
under the control of the accused, who wore 
no disguise. Stephens was put on his knees, 
and. with his wife, was threatened with 
death if they did not give up the place by 
the morning. The house was entered, and 
Lady Wallscourt, in a room, the door of which 
was locked, was told by a man representing 
Heavev that he had one thousand “Irish 
Republicans,”’ behind him. She was called 
upon to sign an undertaking that Stephens 
should quit the place or it would be burned. 
Lady Wallscourt denounced them as cowards, 
and shots were fired. 


THE EVIDENCE, 

Patrick Stephens, caretaker, gave evidence 
that armed men raided the steward’s house 
where: he lived. He recognised Fury, who 
was armed with a gun, and after being 
dragged into the yard he was struck by 
Heavey and knocked down and put on his 
knees and told if he did not leave by the 
morning he would be shot. 

Lady Wallscourt, examined by Mr. Dudley 
-White, K.C., said that her husband, who 
died about eight years ago, was the owner 
of Ardfry, which was left to her. Describing 
the incidents of the night in question, she 
said that one of the saiders said to her that 
he was an officer of the Republican Army, 
and added that Stephens must leave the house 
by the morning.

ACTION FOR DAMAGES. 


(BEFORE PUDCE PIGOT) 

Thomas Doyle, an infant, suing by. his 
father, claimed £50 damages against Samuel 
Holmes, trading as Messrs. Holmes and Sons, 
char-a-banc proprietors, 21 Granby place, 
Dublin, for, as alleged, negligence on the ;,°t 
of the defendant and his servants, in ihe 
control of a char-i-bane at Marlborough place 
on March 27th, 1926, as the result of which 
the plaintiff received personal injuries.

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DUBLIN CENTRAL LABOUR

At the weekly meeting of the Dublin Cen- 
tral Labonr Party, on Wedheadar last, Mr. 
T. J. O'Connell ‘delivered a lecture on the 
building and maintenance of school buildings 
in the Free State. He pointed out that the 
initiative for the building of new schools 
rested on the people of the locality requiring 
them, they having to find one-third of the 
cost, the Government contributing, when ap- 
proval was granted, two-thirds, or, in excep- 
tional cases, up to five-sixths of the building 
cost. The entire cost of maintenance and 
cleaning, with the exception of a small grant 
averaging £2 per school, fell on the school 
manager, and in poor districts it was difficult 
for the manager to obtain funds, with the 
result that in many districts the schools had 
fallen into disrepair, and were a menace to 
the health of the children.

Mr. John Healy, who presided at the annual 
general meeting oí the Irish House Owners’ 
Protection Association, in: Mansion 
House, Dublin, in the absence of the Presi- 
dent, Sir John Keane, Bart., stated that they 
were now faced with the question as to 
whether they were going to allow their 
property to be confiscated. So far, they had 
been successful in preventing certain parties 
with Communistic tendencies from getting 
hold of their property; but they were now 
face to face with the Town Tenants’ Com- 
mission, and unless owners in Ireland were 
plungedin despair and were indifferent as to 
what became of their property, they should 
come forward and aid the Association in every 
ossible way in putting their case before the 

ommission; otherwise there was the great 
danger of having their rights and interests 
abrogated. i 
LAW AGENT'S OPINION. 

Mr. D. H. Charles, LL.B:, the Law Agent, 
said that he considered it a rather suggestive 
fact that there was in Ireland to-day a public 
opinion in favour of encroachment upon 
private interests, private ownership, “ór t ans 
of competition, and freedom of contract. 
That public opinion was getting, in fact had 
got, expression in some political parties at the 
present moment, and it had so succeeded as 
to get support in the Dail with ‘the Town 
Tenants Bill. The Government; pursuant to 
their quiet policy, but at the same time 
actuated by the desire to live as a Govern- 
ment party, met that bill by appointing a 
Commission to investigate the entire relations 
between landlord and tenant, The promise of 
that Commission resulted, in his opinion, in 
the rejection of the second reading of the bill. 

The Commission had been appointed to in- 
vestigate thoroughly, and he believed scien- 
tifically, the entire relations between landlord 
and ténant from 1860, the date of the Decies 
Act, to the present day, and it would appear 
to be the object of the Government to devise 
new laws for governing tue relationship of 
landlord and tenant. It was, therefore. 
obvious that property ow.wers, if they had 
grievances, should give expression to them. 
Evidence must: be brought before the Com- 
mission to indicate that, if the economic 
stability of the State is to be maintained and 
the stability of finance is to be preserved, 
if private enterprise is to continue—if, in 
point of fact, the housing question is to be 
solved—those who are at present in pogses- 
sion of rights must not be dispossessed. 

EFFECTS OF THE RENT ACT. . 

Mr. Pemberton, Chairman: of the’Penhi- 
broke branch of the Association, in support- 
ing the remarks of the Law Agent, stated 
that the evidence he would give to the Com- 
mission had been well recorded during the 
past eleven years by the existence of a Rent 
Act developing an almost insurmountable 
housing shortage, and if this legislative 
interference with citizens’ preperty and free- 
dom of contract continued much longer, con- 
gc-tion of the pupulation in the cities would 
become so dense that epidemics were bound 
to follow and destroy thousands of people. 
Crushing taxation must necessarily accrue if 
in the future, instead of private enterprise, 
the onus of providing houses for the masses 
falls upon the Government. Unemployment 
and starvation, warded off only bv the 
dole and outdoor relief, was never so had in 
the history of Ireland till this wretched Rent 
Act became the law of the country. 

LARGE PROPERTY OWNERS, 

Mr. Dunbar, Chairman of the Rathmines 
branch of the Association, said that it 
appeared to him that a number of large 
property owners in Ireland did not bother 
themselves about their rights, and would 
not go ont of their way to support an organi- 
sation such as that to defend their interests. 
Their rights were never in greater jeopardy 
than they are to-day. Those large owners 
who had been MEN on the fence must now 
make up their minds to throw their entire 
weight in with the Association; otherwise 
they would sooner or later find themselves in 
a not very envious position. 

Mr. Buckley, solicitor, stated that legisla- 
tion so far had. not been favourable to the 
owners of property, and consequently pro- 
perty owners were compelled to protect them- 
selves. House owners, large and small, must, 
if they desire to retain a vestige of their 
rights and interests, support the Association. 
The only real support, to his mind, was 
£ s. d., and he hoped that adequate contri- 
hutions would be forthcoming to enable the 
Executive Conncil to put their case fairly 
and squarely before the Commission. 
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GRAND CANAL COMPANY, 


— 


A DIFFICULT YEAR. 


The directors’ iteport submitted to the 
annual general meeting of the ahareholders 


| of the Grand Canal Company yesterday stated 


that the net revenue, after payment of 
Debenture interest, was £17,100, which, with 
£7,650 carried forward from the previous 
accounts, showed an available balance of 
£24,750... Uf this amount £16,647 had been 
deducted for dividends, leaving a balance of 
£8,105 to be carried forward, 

The Chairman (Mr. John McCann), moving 
the adoption of the report, said that during 
the year 1926 the longest coal strike on record 
took place in England, and at recent meetings 
of public vompanies it had been shown that 
that disastrous strike was responsible for a 
large loss of profits. While their company 
suffered considerably by the reduction in 
imports of that useful and necessary com- 
modity, Which formed an important part of 
the canal traffic, it had not, however, caused 
their greatest loss during the past year. 

The company was almost entirely dependent 
for its traffic on the agricultural community, 
and the severe depression in that industry had 
been their chief difticulty. The Irish farmer 
had had hard times, and when ‘farming did 
not pay there was little money in circulation, 
as practically the whole income of the country 
came directly or indirectly from the land, 

A very interesting and important new in- 
dustry was started during the past year, with 
the assistance of a Government subsidy, He 
referred -to tho Irish Sugar Manufacturing 
Company at Carlow. The farmers had taken 
up the growing of beet with enthusiasm, and 
the results had in every way heen most en- 
couraging, both to them and also to the 
factory. At the request of the Irish Sugar 
Manufacuring Company, a harbour had been 
made by the Grand Canal Company, at 
Carlow, and goods could be transported all 
over their system. It was hoped and believed 
that this industry would be the means of 1n- 


~ creasing the canal’s tonnage in the future. 


The company’s wage bill was still a high 
one. A strict watch. was, however, kept on 
their expenditure, and where economies could 
be effected—without impairing efficiency—they 
were made, They were faced’ with com- 
petition hy road trans - and that ‘ee in- 
a past year.

EVOLUTION OF THE 
SUBMARINE. 


THE FENIAN RAM OF 1877. 

Last evening Mr. William J.. Mares, 
M.I.N.A. (general manager, Dublin Dockyard 
Company), at the Technical Schools, Bolton 
street, Dublin, delivered a lecture on ‘‘ The 
Evolution and History of the Submarine,”’ 
He spoke of some of the earliest types, in- 
Gicating the submarine of the Dutchman, Van 
Dreffel, in 1650, and one built by the 
American, Bushnel, in 1771. 

The lecturer also referred to the submarine 
built by J. P. Holland, in 1877, and called 
“The Fenian Ram.’ It, he said, was built 
by the Fenian Society at Newhaven — the 
necessary funds being raised for the somewhat 
visionary purpose of making an attack on the 
English coast and the destruction of the 
British Fleet. He next dwelt with the subject 
of German submarines, with special reference 
to the Great War. It might be computed 
without contradiction that there were 672 
boats ordered; 385 were completed and of 
these 210 were sunk during the war. The 
lecturer gave details of the British submarines 
from “ee to ‘““M,’’ ranging from 180 tons 
displacement upwards,

THE ANTIOUITIES OF 
SHANKILL. 


inhaniiotinnhiaiecinieieges 
LECTURE BY MR. F. STEPHENS. 

‘The Traditions of Shankill and the 
District,” was the title of a largely-attended 
lecture delivered by Mr. Frank cr ua 
B.A., T.C.D., in the Carnegie Library, 
Shankill, yesterday evening. The lecture, 
which was illustrated by a number of excel- 
lent lantern slides showing local historic 
spots, was one of the series delivered under 
the County Libraries scheme. Miss Searight, 
of the local library committee occupied the 
chair. 

Mr. Stephens said that the name of Shankill 
meant the old church, showing its very early 
ecclesiastical connection He showed pictures 
of the Cromlechs at Kilternan, Shanganagh 
and on the mountain called Hetty Golligher, 
all in the Shankill neighbourhood, and said 
that all these Cromlechs marked the burial 
places of the dead chieftains of the very 
early pre-Christian period. 

He mentioned in the course of the lecture 
that in the early days trial by combat was 
the prevailing method of settling certain legal 
disputes. The old records showed that at 
Shankill there was a famous trial by combat 
between the owner of certain goods and 
another whom he alleged had stolen them. In 
the fight the owner was killed, and, so, 
according to the belief of the day, the alleged 
thief was held innocent and was unpunished. 
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AMMUNITION DUMP IN MEATH.

NEED FOR RIGID CONTROL OF 
MILK SUPPLY. 

Giving evidence before the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Milk Supply, sitting in Government 
Buildings, Dublin, Sir W. J. de Courcy 
Wheeler, representing the Irish Clean Milk 
Society, urged concentration upon the elimina- 
tion of the bovine source of infection. 
Dealing with infection from tubercle bacilli 
and its effect on the bones and joints, he 
said that it had been found scientifically that 
bovine tuberculosis was the potent factor in 
producing crippledom among children. He 
estimated, on the basis of English figures, 
that in the Irish Free. State there were 
between 7,000 and 8,000 crippled children, 
of whom 65-75 per cent. had prboably  con- 
tracted infection of the bovine type. 
REVOCABLE LICENCES. 

From his personal expérience, which at 
present extended’ to twenty patients with 
symptoms of milk bone infection, he was 
satisfied of the reality of the danger. In 
recent visits to New York, Boston, and 
Chicago, he had been impressed with the 
immunity from bone and joint disease which 
had followed from rigid control of the milk 


supply.

out annual licences, which should be revocable, 
if necessary, and that milk should be distributed 
in sealed sterilised bottles, fil'ed on the farm 
where the milk was produced. .

NO DIVIDEND DECISION. . 


The Belfast and Co. Down Railway Co. 
decided yesterday not to pay any dividend, 
either on the Preference or Urdinary Stocks. 
The Chairman (Mr. Thomas Richardson), in 
moving the adoption of the report, said that 
during the entire course of the year the trade 
depression in the North of Ireland, as weil 
as elsewhere, continued to prevail to even a 
greater extent than previously; the — linen 
trade, shipbuilding, and agriculture being 
being more particularly affected. The com- 
petition by road motor traffic became con- 
sistently more acute, and only a very small 
measure of relief was obtained as regards 
labour conditions, and, to add to their many 
difficulties and anxieties, the coal miners’ 
strike prevailed for the last eight months of 
the year, and resulted in a very heavy in- 
crease in working expenses, with, at the 
same time, a very serious loss in receipts. 
The. combination of these adverse factors has 
brought about the melancholy financial results 
set out in the accounts: Notwithstanding 
that. there has again been a considerable 
reduction in expenditure, the disastrous de- 
crease in receipts has brought about a loss 
of ‘$11,307 in railway working. The directors 
have appropriated from the Government com-

have n abandoned owing to the impossi- 
bility of successfully carrying on at the low 
fares which were being charged for the car- 
lage of passengers, and it is a source of 
vegret that the owners of these services should 
have recklessly embarked upon a business 
venture which has resulted in financial dis- 
aster to themselves, serious losses to those 
with whom they had business relations, and, 
at the same time, has assisted to materially 
affect the welfare of the railway company.
